A program for meeting life's 


problems is a large order; but 
Jesus in His teaching and exam- 
ple has met it in a large way. The 
passages suggested for study of- 
fer guiding principles to help us 
in the immediate questions and 
problems lhat arise from day to 
day.The story of the temptations of 
Jesus directly implies that the first 
major problem lhat has to bo faced 
is that of basic -decision. 
What 


sort of life is ours going to be Do 
we want most to be true and right, 
or are we more concerned about 
worldly success in money, power, 
or some satisfaction of our vanity? 
Jesus had to face these tempta- 
tions, and so has everyone, direct- 
ly or indirectly. 
Men of very different sorts have 


ind to make commanding, cruc- 
al decisions as to the sprl of life 
.hey intended to live. Neither John 
Stuart Mill nor Thomas Carlyle was 
•cligious or Christian in the con- 
ventional sense, yet both men re- 
corded decisions in early life that 
one of them compared to the ex- 
perience of 'Methodist conversion." 
There is not much chance of sat- 


isfactorily solving 
Uny of life's 
problems until that major and bas- 
ic problem is solved. Perhaps the 
greatest loss in the passing of the 
older type of evangelism is the lack 
of the crucial decisions that were 
ihe vital and climatic aspect of 
Ihc great campaigns of evangelists 
like D. L. Moody. It is this lack that 
leaves so many lives weak and 
floundering, and thai marks Ihe 
lives of many church members as 
futilo and unfruitful in the religion 
they profess. 
Compare the lives of the many 


church members who go to church 
when they feel' like it, with the life 


of a real Christian who has made 
ihe service of God and his fellow- 
men the surpreme thing in his life 
and not a matter of whim, mood, 
or convenience. The kingdom of 
God and its choice is the first thing 
in life, according to Jesus. If you 
want to solve life's problems, get 
your 
life itself right, at its vey 


source. 


A second thing is the attainment 


of faith, and trust in God. No life 
can be strong that is marked by 
doubt or district, or worry Tenny- 
son in 'In Memoriam" wrote of 
his friend, 
Arthur 
Hallam who 
"fought his doubts and gathered 
strength," but there is no stre»$th 
in persistent negative 
doubt. So 


also, there never was a situation, 
no matler 
how bad, that worry 
made Ihe least degree better. Yet 
faith is not always easy, and w.e 
would be less than human if we did 
not worry when things go wrong. 
We must learn in the school of the 
Master if we would attain the ful- 
ness of failh, 
and learn to live 


above worry, putting all our stren- 
gth into making bad situations bet- 
ter instead of allowing them to de- 
press and conquer us. 


And the third element of strength 
n solving life's p r o b.l fi m a. is in 
earning and practicing the lesson 
f service to others.

A program for meeting life's 


problems is a large order; but 
Jesus in His teaching and exam- 
ple has met it in a large way. The 
passages suggested for study of- 
fer guiding principles to help us 
in the immediate questions and 
problems lhat arise from day to 
day.The story of the temptations of 
Jesus directly implies that the first 
major problem lhat has to bo faced 
is that of basic -decision. 
What 


sort of life is ours going to be Do 
we want most to be true and right, 
or are we more concerned about 
worldly success in money, power, 
or some satisfaction of our vanity? 
Jesus had to face these tempta- 
tions, and so has everyone, direct- 
ly or indirectly. 
Men of very different sorts have 


ind to make commanding, cruc- 
al decisions as to the sprl of life 
.hey intended to live. Neither John 
Stuart Mill nor Thomas Carlyle was 
•cligious or Christian in the con- 
ventional sense, yet both men re- 
corded decisions in early life that 
one of them compared to the ex- 
perience of 'Methodist conversion." 
There is not much chance of sat- 


isfactorily solving 
Uny of life's 
problems until that major and bas- 
ic problem is solved. Perhaps the 
greatest loss in the passing of the 
older type of evangelism is the lack 
of the crucial decisions that were 
ihe vital and climatic aspect of 
Ihc great campaigns of evangelists 
like D. L. Moody. It is this lack that 
leaves so many lives weak and 
floundering, and thai marks Ihe 
lives of many church members as 
futilo and unfruitful in the religion 
they profess. 
Compare the lives of the many 


church members who go to church 
when they feel' like it, with the life 


of a real Christian who has made 
ihe service of God and his fellow- 
men the surpreme thing in his life 
and not a matter of whim, mood, 
or convenience. The kingdom of 
God and its choice is the first thing 
in life, according to Jesus. If you 
want to solve life's problems, get 
your 
life itself right, at its vey 


source. 


A second thing is the attainment 


of faith, and trust in God. No life 
can be strong that is marked by 
doubt or district, or worry Tenny- 
son in 'In Memoriam" wrote of 
his friend, 
Arthur 
Hallam who 
"fought his doubts and gathered 
strength," but there is no stre»$th 
in persistent negative 
doubt. So 


also, there never was a situation, 
no matler 
how bad, that worry 
made Ihe least degree better. Yet 
faith is not always easy, and w.e 
would be less than human if we did 
not worry when things go wrong. 
We must learn in the school of the 
Master if we would attain the ful- 
ness of failh, 
and learn to live 


above worry, putting all our stren- 
gth into making bad situations bet- 
ter instead of allowing them to de- 
press and conquer us. 


And the third element of strength 
n solving life's p r o b.l fi m a. is in 
earning and practicing the lesson 
f service to others. Jesus said the 
pint of Ihe Lord was upon Mini be- 
ause. in Ihe language of the pro 
•net Isaiah, He was annotated to 
ical the broken-hearted, and to ful- 
ill all the rest of lhat great com- 
nission. 
• • 
The words may change,' but the 
ubstance remains. Every ?ge .and 
silualion needs Ihose who will love 
and serve. It is often, the way of 
sacrifice, and sometimes of h,ard 
ship. But those who have taken tha 
way have found that, in helping to 
solve the problems of others, tney 
have gone far toward solving thei» 
oyvn.
